Water Lawsuit Victory 

In what la likely to bo a precedent 
setting case, the Justice Department's 
Tax Division agreed with a lawsuit 


brought by Gigot Brothers, Garden Ci¬ 
ty, seeking a tax deduction based on 
depletion of ground water supplies. The 
Federal District Court in Wichita ap¬ 
proved the settlement which is final 
and not eligible for appeal by the 
government. The decision will be ex¬ 
tremely valuable to many western Kan¬ 
sas irrigators who can now request the 
income tax deduction for declining 
water tables under their land. 
Estimates of the total economic benefit 
to irrigators in Kansas range from 
$10-950 million.

State Fair Garnered 
Checks of $482,427 

Dallas - Junior Livestock and 
Broiler exhibitors at the 1980 State 
Fair of Texas will receive a record 
amount Of premium and auction sale 
proceeds for their participation in Lhe 
State Fair programs. Checks totaling 
$482,427.44 were mailed to County Ex¬ 
tension Agents and Vocational 
Agriculture Teachers November 20. 

Auction sale checks for steers, lambs, 
barrows and broilers amounted to 
$434,777.44, an honcst-to-goodness 
record. Premium chocks from the State 
Fair and participating breed associa¬ 
tions of $47,650.00 provided the balanco 
of the record receipts. 

Avery Mays, Chairman of tho Junior 
Auction Sale Committee stated, "Our 
goal for 1680 auctions was $400,000.00 
lor Texas youngsters who cume to 
Dallas.

MANAGE RANGES FOR LIVESTOCK, 
WILDLIFE — One of the basic prin¬ 
ciples in managing rangeland is to 
balance the numbor of animals, both 
livestock and wildlife, with tho amount 
of available forage, emphasises a range 
specialist with the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service, Toxas A & M 
University System. This calls for flex¬ 
ibility which can como from buying Teed 
or soiling some livestock when grazing 
is poor along with proper harvesting of 
wildlife such as doer. Both landowners 
and hunters have a vital role In improv¬ 
ing the food supply and in helping to 
balance the number of grazing animals 
with forage production.

9wifie inventory

August 1980 pig crop totaled 20.4 
million head, 10% below the same quar¬ 
ter a year ago. For the Septambor- 
November period, tho pig crop of 21.3 
million head decreased 2 a jbfmn tho 
same period during 1979. 

U S hog producers intend to liavo 
6.78 million sows farrow during the 
December 1980-May 1981 period, 0% 
below both a year ago and the same 
poriod two years ago. 

Those Intentions and projected litter 
size indicate a pig crop of 48.5 million, 
7% below 1980 and 4% below lho 
December 1978-May 1979 crop. 

Intentions in the 14 quarterly stales 
totaled 2.68 million sows to farrow 
during December 1980-February 1981 
period, 8% fewer than the same poriod 
last year. The March-May 1981 in¬ 
tentions at 3.18 million are I>% below 
the March-May 1980 quarter. 

Reliability and estimating proce¬ 
dures; Primary data used in setting 
these hog estimates wore obtained 
from a sample of farmers across the U B 
using probability surveys. Information 
was collected by mail, telephone nnd 
personal interviews. Since all 
operations raining hogs were not in¬ 
cluded in tho sninplc, survey ustiniateb 
are subject lo two percent at tho 1) S 
levels for hog inventory. This men ns 
thul chances are approximately 95 out 
of 100 that survey estimates will he 
withing four percent of the complete 
coverage value if the same procedures 
wore used to survey all producers. Sur¬ 
vey estimates are also subject to 
processing the data. These errors can¬ 
not be measured directly, but they arc 
minimized through rigid quality con¬ 
trols in tho data collection process nnd n ■ 
careful review of all reported data for 1 
consistency and rvMtniu&ltlcnuSM. 

The sampling variability of survey 
estimates on intended furrowing is 
slightly larger limn that for in¬ 
ventories. More important, acLunl 
farrowing may d if fur significantly from 
reported intentions due to unexpected 
economic ami environmental cuti- 
ililinns. These differences have ex¬ 
ceeded fuiir percent for ahuut one-third 
or the quarterly pig crops during the 
Inst six years. 

In selling Lhe inventory c.HlIniales, 
the crop reporting board const rue tod a 
U S balance sheet using estimates on 
births, deaths and check data on 
slaughter, imports and exports. This 
balance sheet provided an additional 
check on survey inventory estimates.

New USDA Secretary 
Midwest Farmer John 
Block Reagan's Pick

3,000 acres near Galesburg, III., raising 
corn, soybeans and hogs. The 0,000 
hogs produced annually are from 
farrow-to-finish. Recently Block had 
been Director of Illinois Agriculture, 
his first real pulitical job experience. 
However, he has been a leader in Farm 
Bureau activities in that stale, a mem¬ 
ber of the Illinois FB Board of Direc¬ 
tors, was Illinois Outstanding Young 
Farmer in 1969 and served four years 
as member of the Young Farmers Com¬ 
mittee. 

Block was strongly backed by Kansas 
Sen. Dob Dole and apparently beat out 
Richard Lyng, a former assistant 
secretary of agriculture nnd head of the 
Reagan transition toam for agriculture. 
Block’s choice fulfilled a Reagan cam¬ 
paign promise to put ‘‘(armors in 
positions of power” in his ad¬ 
ministration. 

Special interest groups, especially 
consumer activists, are viewing Block’s 
appointment with alarm. He has at¬ 
tacked the USDA and FDA con¬ 
troversy over use of nitrites in pro ser¬ 
ving meat, ospocially pork, which he 
termed a "ridiculous charade” which' 
hurt laripors in an unfair manner. He 
has also been highly critical of the food 
stamp program, labeling it "out of 
hand." 

Block is expected lo reroute USDA 
from its present consumer advocate 
stance to one aimed more at serving 
(armera and agricultural producers. 
This position is one that has special in¬ 
terest groups, especially consumer* 
and nutritional activists. Worried. Hie 
has expressed hope that the BoyEet 
grain embargo will be lifted as soon as 
practical, has a strong "pro-fartaetj"- 
i record-as Iltifiofe'‘state farm 'dfraetor«

While Block is little known 
nationally, most farm and ranch 
s pukes men have expressed confidence 
thut he will be nn asset to the industry. 

Major criticism of the appointment is 
that he is unfamiliar with the 
Washington political scene and somo 
observers fear he will he unable to enpr 
with the devious ways of the 
bureaucrats nnd politicians in 
Washington, not In inaidion some 
cungri-nsmon. However, with his ex¬ 
perience in Fnrm Bureau nut tiers nnd 
Liu.' si-know I edged skills of Hm Farm 
Bureau's Washington connect inns, nuM 
oh.servers tool he Is not likely in be 
trapped lonoftcn nor too badly.
